He 
then proceeds, with all the gravity imagina­ 
ble, to Rate in detail what are the p r o v id e s 
of that convention in the following words :

T h e Bolton Chronicle, as true to its employ­ 
er as the Aurora icfelf, a few days finer, an. 
pounced an approaching accommodation with 
France in the following language :
